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PREFACE. 

Thia work is publialied by request of the Prestyterian 
and Congregational General Convention of Wisconsin. 

The Committee of Publication, whose names are hereto 
annexed, was appointed by the Convention. 

The labor of preparing it has devolved mainly on the 
Eev. Dexter Clary. It is the result of an extended state- 
ment made by him, as Agent of the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society, to the Convention, of his labors the past 
ten years. 

Deeming it important that the history of churches and 
ministers in our connection should be preserved, and that 
the great benefits received through the instrumentalily of 
Home Missions should he on record, the Agent was request- 
ed HO to extend the statement as to make it answer these 

A similar History, extending from the first work of 
Home Missions, and the first organization of churches in 
Wisconsin, to the close of 185l>, was prepared by Bev. 
Stephen Peet, the first Agent of the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society on this field, and publisthod by request of 
the Convention. 

The present work commences where that closed, and is 
a continuation of it, varying somewhat, because of the 
changes that have taken place. It also gives greater pro- 
minence to Home Missions. 

Early in the decade of years, over which this History 
extends, some of our Presbyterian brethren separated them- 
selves from us and united with others who had just come 
to Wisconsin, in establishing churches in connection with 
the New School General Assembly, retaining, however, 
their former relation to the American Home I" 
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8co';efj. Since that movomeut was commenced, both min- 
istera and ehm-oliea have, in a few instances, changed their 
ecclesiastical relations, some in one direction and some in 
the other, and i(| is deemed almost essential to the integrity 
of this history, especially as it relates to Home Missions, 
that the ministers and churches constituting the Synod of 
Wisconsin, should be included. Bofc having had no oppor- 
tunity to consult them bo as to secure their co-operation as 
a Synod, it is thoujiit best that so much of the history as 
relates to them fihoald be placed in an Apjpendis. 

Some have expressed a wish to have the former history 
re-published. I'o meet that wish, in past at least, the most 
important portions of that work are brought forwai-d in 
this. 

Various causes have existed for the delay in getting this 
little volume ready for distribution, principally the claims 
of other duties and the labor required in its preparation. 

Perfect accuracy of statements and statistiosis not claimed; 
much care, however, has been taken to give a ti-ue history- 
one that will interest and benefit the people of Uod, and 
furnish cause of gratitude for what he has done.

HISTORY OF THE GENERAL AND DIS- 
TRICT CONVENTIONS. 



Organization of the General Convention, 

The first Ecclesiastioal Body was a Presbytery, wliich 
was organized at Milwaukee, Jan. 17, 1839, and was called 
the Presbytery of Wisconsin. It consisted of fonr minis- 
ters and two delegates ; viz. : Revs. Crilbert Crawford, 
Lemuel Hall, Moses Ordway and Cyrus Nic!iols, and Elder 
Samuel Hinman, of the Presbyterian church of Milwaukee, 
and Deacon Asa Clarke, of the Congregational church of 
Prairieville (now Waukesha). The Presbytery was cover 
connceted with a Synod or General Assembly. 

At a meeting, July 5th, the same year, the name was 
changed to the Proshytery of Milwaukee, and other mem- 
bers were received. Other meetings were held, and other 
ministers and churches wore received; and in October, 
1840, a special meeting was held at Troy, and at the same 
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time aal place, a meeting of Congregational ministers and 
delegates w^ teld, both haTJng in view a Plan of Union, 
wliieh should unite all the ministers and churches in Wia- 
cousin, of those^two denominations. After consit'fation and 
m,iieh prayer by the Inemhera of both bodies, the Union 
was.agreed upon, and the General Convention of Wisconsin 
was organized.

When thi,? Ucion was agreed upon, the idea of separate 
organizations was abandoned, and the Conventitui was re- 
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garded by all eoaeerned as n, pennanenl, aiTangemciit, See 
History of Churchea in Wis., p. 30. 

After tea or twelve years, when the spirit of (?enomina^ 
tionalism began to be agitated by some In tbe ministry and 
cburches at the East and the West, the GrenenJ Ctmvention 
in session at Madison, in October, 1853, appointed, a com- 
mittee t^ prepare a paper setting fortt, briefly, the princi- 
ples of our orgaaization, and the reasons for its continuance. 

That committee reported the following, which was adopted. 
See 1st page of the Minutes of 1853. 



Plan of Organization. 

'■ The Presbyterian and Congregational C.onyftntipn of 
Wisconsin was fbrmed in Oatober, 1840. Its desiga was to 
unite the miaistera aad churches of these two denomina- 
tions in one body, for.the more effective prosecution of tJif 
missionaiy worlt. The basis of the Union ia kiu'Ii as to 
allow each church to be constituted audgoYcraedaoeui'ding 
either to the Presbyteriaa, or to the Congregational form of 
Chureh G-ovemmeat, aa the majority of ite members may 
prefer. This basis is set forth in the first Article of the 
ConstituiJon. " Churches belongiTig to this Coavcntioa 
may adopt either the Presbyteriaa or the Coagregatioual 
mode of government, aad shall each be represented at the 
meetings of the Convention, by one delegate." 

Presbyterian churches connected with tbe Convention do 
not therefore give up anything essential to the Presbyte- 
rian mode of church government, neither are they required 
to adopt any procedure incoasiatent therewith. The Book 
of Discipline is followed by them in aJl matters of govern- 
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nientaad discipline. Tlieylia¥Ctlieir Elders, arc amenable 
to the higher judicatory— the Disti-ict Gonventiou, with 
which they are connected, as to a Presbytery, and have the 
right of appeal to the General Convention, which sustdus 
to them the relation of a Synod. Their want of direct 
connection with the General Assembly is not considered as 
invalidating their right to be known and acknowledged as 
purely Presbyterian churches. 

The Congregational churches, connected with Conven- 
tion, are also constituted and governed strictly upon Con- 
gregational principles. Convention claims and exercises 
no judicial authority over them, hut is to them, in matters 
of government, an advisory body, or a standing oovmcil. 
Each Congregational church is regarded as possessing the 
fuJl right to govern itself, subject only to Christ the Great 
Head of the Church. In matters of piihHc importance, 
advice is sought by such churches from eonncils specially 
called, or from the Convention, according to good usage 
among Congregational churches. 

Conveution, therefore, is not an amalgamation of Pres- 
hyteriauism and^ Congregationalism, hut a cordial union of 
brethren of both these denominations, who, agreeing in 
doctrinal belief, mode of worship, and the prosecution of 
the same missionary work, do not consider the difference 
between them upon the mode of church government so great 
as to make it either necessary or expedient tliat they should 
walk apart. Neither is it the design of this body to build 
up one of these denominations to the destruction of the 
other, but rather to build up churches of Christ, whether 
they he constituted Presbyterially or CongregationaUy. 
Accordingly it desires to he leoked upon, not as an enemy 
to either of these branches of Christ's family, but as belong- 
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ing to and a part of both, and as practically exhibiting one- 
ness which it is believed aclually exists between them. 

These, then, are some of the mote prominent advantages 
of this organization : 

1. It secures the union of those who, by common con- 
sent, are virtually one, and who, in their present position 
aud circumstancea, ought not to be divided. 

2. It enables Presbyterians and Congregitionalists to 
work harmoniously together in the same field This it does 
by removing the occasions of strife and ill will and fault- 
finding between them, which are prone to iiise when ihey 
are at rivalry. 

3. It prevents the division of feeble churches, ind the 
unnecessary multiplication of churches on the same field 
Nearly all our churches are composed ot membeis eon 
nectedboth with Presbyterian and Congi'egitionaJ chuiehes 
To separate these members, is what they are not yet able 
to bear. 

4. It is in harmony with the Amerioaa Home Mission- 
ary Society, in which both Presbyterians and Congrega- 
tionalists unite to carry forward the work of Home Missions. 
Of this Society, nearly all the churches of the Convention 
have been, or are, beneioiaries, and its ministers, missiona- 

■ ries. There is certainly reason in the union of those on 
the same field, who are sent out and sustained by this 
great and good institution. 

5. It gives greater efficiency to the Home Missionary 
work. It does this by securing that strength which is the 
result of union and co-operation, and also, by leading its 
ministry and churches to direct their main efforts to the 
advancement of the Eedeemer's Kingdom, while the ques- 
tion, whether a church shall be governed by a session, or 
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by tte congregation of believers, is regarded of iiiinoi- im- 
Dortance." 

This historical statement and declaration of tbe princi- 
ples of the organization J and the reasons for their approval 
and perpetuity, has been repeatedly in the niinutea of meet- 
ings of tlie Convention, since 1853. 



ORGANIZATION OF DISTJRICT CONVEN- 
TIONS PKEVIOUS TO 1850. 

At a regular meeting of the General Convention, held in 
Geneva, in June, 1842, the District Conventions of Mil- 
waukee, Beloit and Mineral Point were erected, their boun- 
daries arranged, the ministers and churches were set off 
aeoordinglj, and the time and place of their meetings des- 
ignated.

Milwaukee District Convention. 

Tiie boundaries assigned to this Convention were all the 
Lake shore counties, from the State line south to Green Bay 
on the north. It oousisted of twelve ministers and sixteen 
churches, and the first meeting was held at Waukesha, June 
28th, 1842. 
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Beloit District Convention. 

The boundaries assigned to this Convention were the 
territory lying between the Lake counties on the east and 
the mining region west, and from the State line south to 
Lake Winnehago on the north, and it consisted of nine 
ministers and fifteen churches. The first meeting was held 
at Milton (then called Prairie du Lac), Sept. 18th, 1842. 



Mineral Point District Convention. 

The bounds assigned to this Convention were those which 
included what is termed " the mineral region." Most of 
the counties then organized extended to the 1 
river. It consisted of four ministers and eleven 
and the first meeting was held at PlattevUle, September 
4th, 1842. 



Madison District Convention. 

This Couvention was organized in October, 18i6, and 
included the northern part of Beloit Convention j via. : — 
the counties of Jefi'eraon, Dane, and also Dodge, Sauk, 
Columbia, Marquette, Fond du Lao, Winnebago, Calumet 
and Brown counties. It had fifteen ministers and seventeen 
churches, and held the first meeting at Beaver Dam ia 
November, 1846. 

These four District Conventions were organized previous 
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to the date where the present historv of chinches he^ms, 
and for a more fiill account of their oiganization and Uso 
of their relations to the General Convention and to the

ORGANIZATION OF DISTRICT CONVEN- 
TIONS SINCE 1S51. 

Winnebago District Convention 

Was organized in October, 1851, and consisted of all the 
ministers and churches in the counties north of Columbia, 
Dodge and Sauk. The first meeting waa held at Oshkosh 
in November, 1851. These counties were set off from 
Madison Convention. Afterwards, October, 1854, the min- 
isters and churches in Sheboygan county and all north of 
it were set off to this Convention, from Milwaukee District 
Convention. See Minutes of 1854, p. 8. 



La Crosse District Convention. 

At a meeting of ministers and delegates from churches 
in the vicinity of La Crosse, held at Spai'ta, Monroe county, 
in June,.1855, the subject of an Ecclesiastical Organization 
was under consideration, according tfl previous consultation. 
There were present. Rev. J. 0. Sherwin, of La Crosse, L. 
L. Eadcli£f, of Yiroqua, W. Bigelow, of Black River Falls, 
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And W. F. Avery, of Spai-ta, and two or tlirae delegates. 
The Convention was organized at that meeting, adopted the 
principles a,nd rules of other District Conventions, and voted 
to recjTieat to he received into the General Convention. 

At the meeting of General Convention, held at Beloit in 
October following, the request was presented and the Con- 
vention received. The bounds assigned to it were, " the 
tract bounded by "Wisconsin, Mississippi and St. Croix riv- 
ers, except the counties of Sauk, Richland and Crawford," 
and it was composed of the four ministers already named, 
and the churches of La Crosse, Viroqua, Sparta and Ela«k 
River Falls. This territory had never been recognized by 
the Genei-al Convention as within its bounds, and none of 
the ministers or churches were in its connection. The 
region was hut recently settled, the ministers were all home 
missionaries, and the churches had all been recently organ- 
ized by them. Hence, previous aetion by General Conven- 
tion, according to usage in ordinary cases, was not deemed 
necessary, and the organization was approved, and regarded 
aa evidence of great progress in the work of Home Missions 
in that newly settled portion of the State. 



Lemonwier District Convention. 

At the meeting of the General Convention held at 
LaCrosse, in Oct., 1858, the following action which was 
taken gives a history of the organization, boundaries and 
members constituting this Convention : 
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OEGASIZATION OP NEW CONVENTION. 

The Cniumittee on tlio organization of a new OonTen- 
tion and tte re-con straetion of bouadarj lines of Conven- 
tions, report, recora men ding that a, new Convention he 
organized, consisting of all the ministers and churches 
located as follows : 

Tho north half of Sauk county, the whole of Juneau, 
Adams, Marquette, and Waushara counties, and extend- 
ing North to such limits aa may hereafter he defined. 

This win take from the Madison Convention five churetes, 
viz : — Baraboo, Reedshurg, Lyndon, Newport and New Lis- 
bon, and leave 17, as hy last year's Report. It will also take 
the following ministers,: W. Cochran, S. Dwinaell, IJ. 
Huteliinaon. 

From Winnebago Convention it will take Marquette and 
Waushara oonnties, in which are sis churches, viz : Green 
Lake, Brooklyn, Princeton, Wautoma, Leon and Eichford, 
and leave 24 ; And Ministers also as follows : A. C. 
Lathrop, R. Everdell, H. M. Chapia, N. Miller, S, Bi-istol 
—in aU 5. 

Within the bounds as here described are, in all, the fol- 
lowing churches, of which some have recently been organ- 
ized and not jet reported to Conventions, Also, some 
Ministers who are not as yet iu our Convention, but design 
to be. 

Total Oharolies : — ^Baraboo, Recdsburg, Lyndon, New- 
port, New Lisbon, Mauston, Neeedah, Quincj, Eocheareo, 
N. Chester, Westfield, Wautoma, Leon, Kiohford, Kilbonrn 
City, and perhaps one or two more. Total 18 churches. 
And Ministers as foUowa ; — W Cochran, H. Hutehinson, 
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S. DwinneU, M. Wells, H. Hanmer, J. W. Perkins, A. C. 
Lathrop, E. Eyerdell, N. Miller. H. M. Cliapin. Total, 11. 

The Committee also roeommend that the said ministers, 
and churches hy their delegates, meet at Kilboum City the 
last Wednesday in Octoher, at 7 o'cloefc, for the purpose of 
organizing tie new Oonventdon. That the oldest minister 
present preside until a Moderator is appointed. 

That, the Convention be called the Lemonwier District 
Convention, or by sucii other name aa a majority present 
may prefer. 

And that brethren Wells, Cochran and Lathrop be a Com- 
mittee of arrangements for the meeting to effect such 
organization. 



CONSTITUTIONS. 



OF THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE I. 

This Convention shall consist of the ministers and a 
delegate from each church belonging to the District Con- 
ventions in the State of Wisconsin ; and stall adopt the 
fundamental principle contained in thj first article of their 
Constitution, as the basis of its organiisrtion. 

ARTICLE II. 

The Convention shall meet at least once in each year, 

and shall be opened with a soi-mon by the last moderator, 

and all its sessions shall be opened and clqsed with prayer. 
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AETICLE III. 
A moderator and temporary Clerk shall he choBCn annu- 
ally. Tlie Cotiveution shall also have a stated clerk and 
treasurer; which offices may he held by the same person. 

ARTICLE IV. 
This Convention shall receive and act on all appeals and 
references which may he brought regularly before them, and 
shall give their advice and insiruetion in all cases submitted 
to them. They shall erect District Convenlious, and re- 
view their records ; shall constitute the highest court of 
appeal, and the bond of union, peace and mutual confidence 
among our churches ; and shall take measures for the pro- 
motion of the benevolent objects of the day, 

ARTICLE V. 

In all cases of trial in a District Convention, the evidence 
on both sides shall be &irly taken and recorded ; and in 
cases of appeal, this evidence shall be presentisd to this 
Gouventiou as the grouud of their decision. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Any five ministers, belonging to the Convention, and as 
many delegates as may be present, being met at the time 
and place appointed, shall be a (juorura competent to do 



AKTICLE VII. 
At the meeting of the Convention, an account shall be 
given of the state of religion within its bounds, and a com- 
mittee shall be appointed to prepare a narrative for publi- 
cation. 
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ARTICLE Vlir. 

Each District Convention shall annually send up their 
records to this body for examination, together with a ata- 
tistioal report. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Considering the importance of harmony in the Chriatlan 
Church, and the duty of all its ministers and momtcrs to 
unite in promoting the interests of the Kedeemer's King- 
dom, and sympathizing more particularly with our hrethren 
of the Presbyterian and Congregational churches in the 
United States, this Convention will hold correspondence 
with their general ecclesiastical bodies by delegation ov 
otherwise, as far as may be practicable. 

ARTICLE X. 

Delegates from eoiTesponding bodies shall bo entitled to 
deliberate and advise, but not to vote in any decisions of 
the Convention. 

ARTICLE XI. 

All amendments or alterations of this Constitution or of 
the Confeaaioa of Faith shall require the concurrence of a 
majority of the Disoriot Conventions, and ho amendment of 
their Constitution or of the Confession of Faith shall be 
adopted until it shall have been submitted to this body 
and received its sanction. 



OF THE DISTRICT CONVENTIONS. 

AKTIOLB I. 

Churches belonging to this Convention, may adopt either 

the Presbyterian or Congregational mode of Government, 
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and sfiall each be represented at tte meeting of the Con- 
vention by one Delegate. 

As this article constitutes the basis of this organization, 
it shdl never be altered except by the consent of all the 
chnrehes connected with the Convention.

A committee shall also be appointed at the annual meet- 
ing, to conduct the several parts of the examination of can- 
didates who may apply to this body for licensure or ordina-

ARTICLE XVII. 
The Convention will ordinarily celebrate the Lord's sup- 
per at their annual meeting. 

ARTICLE svni. 
This Convention shall receive and act on all appeals and 
references which may be regulai-ly brought before them, 
and shall give their advice and instruction in all cases sub- 
mitted to them. 

ARTICLE XIX. 

Any three ministers and as many delegates as may be 

present, belonging to the Convention, being met at the 

time and place appointed, shall be a quorum, competent to 

do business, 

ARTICLE XX. 
Ministei-s in good standing in other ecclesiastical bodies 
who may be present, may be invited to sit with the Con- 
vention as corresponding members. They shall be entitled 
to deliberate and advise, but not to vote in any decieions of 
the Convention: 
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ARTICLE SXI. 

All amendments or iterations of thia constitution stall 
be submitted t« the General Convention, agreeably to the 
provisions of their eonstilntion on the snhjeet. 



RULES OF BUSINESS. 

1. The moderator shall call the Convention to order at 
the hour to which it stands adjourned; and, on the appear- 
ance of a quorum, shall open the meeting with prayer. 

2. If a quorum be not assembled at the hour appointed, 
any two members shall be competent to adjourn from time 
to time, that an opportunity may be given for a quorum to 
assemble 

3. After calling the roll, the minutes of the last sitting 
shall he read, and, if necessary, corrected. 

4. Immediately after the opening of each meeting of 
the Convention a committee of business shall he appointed ; 
and, in ordinai-j cases, no business, unless it be some of the 
usual routine, shall be taken up, until it be regularly pre- 
sented by this committee. 

5. When the moderator sliall pall to order, each mem- 
ber shall take his seat, and give due attention to business — 
avoiding all unnecessary walking, talking, whispering, and 
every thing inconsistent with good order. 

6. The members shall be particular in attending at the 
stated hours ; and no member shall absent himself during 
the session, without the modeiijter's leave, nor withdraw 
entirely, without leave of the Convention. 
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7. The moderator luay apeak on points of oi'der, in pre- 
ferrenee to other membera, rising from Iiia seat; and stall 
decide questions of order, subject, however, to an appeal to the 
Convention ; but he shall not take part ia the uaiial debates, 
unless Ko places some other pei-son in the chair. 

8. Before debate on any subject, a motion must be made 
and seconded, and afterwards repeated by the moderator ; 
and every motion shall be reduced to writing, if tlie moder- 
ator or any other member require it. 

9. Any member having made a motion, shall have liber- 
ty to withdi-aw it before any debate ia had thereon ; but 
not afterwards, without permission from the Convention. 

10. On questions of order, adjournment, or commit- 
ment, no person shall apeat more than once, and on other 
questions, no member shall speak more than twice, without 
leave from the Convention. 

11. When a question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received, unless to amend, to commit, to postpone, or to 
adjourn. 

12. An amendment m^y be made on any motion, and 
shall be decided before the original motion. 

13. If any question under debate, contains several parts, 
any member may have it divided, and a vote taken on each 
part. 

14. A question shall not be re-considered at the same 
meeting of the Convention at which it was decided, witli- 
out the concurrence of two thirds of tho members who wero 
present at that decision; nor unless the motion for re-con- 
sideration be made and seconded by members who voted in 
the majority, 

15. Eveiy member, in speaking, shall address himself 
to the moderator, shall treat bis fellow-members with re- 
spect, and shall not indulge in personal reflections. 
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IS. If any iuBmber act in any respect in . 
manner, it shall be the duty of the moderator, and 
privilege of any member, to call him to order. 

17. No speaker sliall bo interrupted, unless lie be out 
of order, or for the pui-pose of oon-ecting mistaltes or mis- 



If two or more memhers rise at the same time to 
speak, the one most distant from the inoderat«i''s chair, 
shall speak first. 

19. Any member who may think himself injured by 
any decesion of the Convention, may have his dissent, or 
protest, with his reasons, entered on the records, or put on 
the file, if given in before the Convention rise, and if ex- 
pressed in decent and respectfol language. 

20. The clerk shall record, as minutes of the Conven- 
tion, all business that comes regularly before them, and all 
final decisions of such business, unless otherwise directed 
by the Convention; and at the close of the session, the 
clerk shall read the whole of the minutes, that they may he 
reviewed in connection, and coneoted, if necessary, by the 
Convention, previous to their adjournment. 

21. It is the duty of the moderator to appoint all com- 
mittees, except in those cases in which the Convention 
shall decide otherwise. 

22. The person first named on any committee, shall he 
considered as the chairman thereof, whose duty it shall be 
to convene the committee ; and in case of his absence, or 
inability to act, the second named member shall take his 
place, and perform his duties. 

23. When vai'ious motions are made with respect to the 
filling of blanks with particular numbers or times, the ques- 
tion shall always be first taken on the highest number, and 
the longest time. 
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24. Wten the moderator tas commeiiced taking the 
Yoto, no further debate or remark shall he admitted, unless 
there has evidently been amiatake; in which case, the mis- 
take shall be reetiied, and the moderator shall re-eommence 
taking the vote. 

25 . When a vote is taken by ballot, the moderator shall 
vote with the other members ; but he shall not vote in any 
other case, unless the Convention be equally divided ; when, 
if he do not choose to vote, the question shall be lost. 

26. The yeas and nays on any question shall not be re- 
corded, unless it be required by one third of the members 
present. 

27. The moderator of the Convention, in inally closing 
its sessions, in addition to prayer, may cause a hymn to be 
sung, and shall pi-onoanoe the apMtolic benediction. 

28. A suitable number of copies of these rules shall be 
furnished by the stated clerk, for the use of the moderator 
and membei's, during the meeting of Convention. 



CONFESSION OF FAITH. 

AKTICLB I. 

We believe there is one God, the Creator, Preserver, and 
Grovernor of the imiverse ; that He is a Spirit, self-existent, 
independent, unchangeable, eternal, infinite in being, wis- 
dom, power, holiness, justice, goodness, mercy, and truth. 
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ARTICLE 11, 

We believe that tlie scriptures of Uie Old and New Tes- 
tament wei-e given by inspiration of God ; that they con- 
tain a complete and liarmouious system of divine truth ; 
and are tiie only perfect rule of i-eligious faith and practice, 

ARTICLE III. 

We believe that there are three persons in the God-head, 
the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost ; that these three 
are in essence one, aud in all divine perfections equal. 

ARTICLE IV. 
We believe that God governs all things according to Ills 
eternal and infinitely wise purpose, so a.^ to render them 
eondusive to His own glory, and the greatest good of the 
univei-se, and in perfect consistency with His hatred of sin, 
the free agenoy of man, and the importance of the use of 
means, 

ARTICLE V. 

We believe that man in his primitive slat« was perfectly 
holy ; that he fell from that state by sinning against Q-od : 
and in consequence of the apostacy of Adam, all mankind 
are totally depraved, and by nature children of wrath, and 
eaunot be restored to the favor of God without an atone- 

ARTICLE VI. 
We believe that the Lord Jesus Christ, tlie only aud well 
beloved Son of God, assumed our nature, perfectly obeyed 
the law of God, suffered and died, the just for the unjust, 
making a sufficient atonement for the sins of all mankind ; 
that God can now consistently esercisc mercy towards sin- 
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ners, and that He will pardon all those who repent and be- 
lieve the gospel. 

ARTICLE VII. 
We believe that G-od did from eternity choose Bome of 
the human race to salvation through sauetiflcation of tho 
Spirit and belief of tlie truth ; and tliat all those whom He 
has thus chosen, He will renew and sanctify ia this life, 
and keep them by His power, through faith unto salvation. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

We beheve that in order to stcceptance with Ood, tlie 
sinner must be born again, and that regeneration is a moral 
change pi-oduced by the influence of the Holy Spirit oper- 
ating on the mind through the truth. 

ARTICLE IX. 

We believe that men are free andvoluntary in all their 
conduct; tliafc their entire depravity, the purpose of God 
respecting their salvation, and the agency of the spirit in 
regeneration, do not destroy or in the least impair their free 
agency; that the offer of salvation is freely and sincerely 
made to all men; and that tliose who perish under tho 
light of the gospel, perisli by voluntarily rejecting its offers 
of eternal life. 

ARTICLE X 

We believe that Christians are justified freely by gi'aco 
througli faith ; and that althougli they are thus ireely jus- 
tified, still tJie law of G-od as a rule of duty remains in fall 
force ; and that all men are under obligations perfectly to 
obey it. 
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ARTICLE SI. 

We Wieve tJiat the visible chureJi of Christ consists of 
professing Christians who publicly profess their faith in 
him, and covenant to walk together in the ordinances of 
the gospel. 

AKTICE-B SII. 

We believe in the divine appointment of the Christain 
Sabbath, and of the Sacraments of the New Testament, 
Baptism, and the Lord's Supper, which all are under obli- 
gation in the exercise of feith to observe ; and that it is the 
duty of parents to dedicate their children to God in baptism 
and train them up in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

We beUeve that the soul is immortal, and that the last 
day Christ will raise the dead and judge the world in light^ 
eousness ; that all who die impenitent will go away into 
everlasting punishment; and the righteous be received to 
heaven to enjoy eternal felicity. 



COVENANT. 



You, viewing yoni'selves subjects of special divine grace, 
and under obUgation to confess Christ before men, do now, 
in tlie presence of God, angels, and men, aotnowledge your 
obligations to be the Lord's, and do here solemnly consecrate 
youi-selves and all you have, forever, to C4ori, through Jesus 
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Ctrist. You renounce the wajs of sin, and choose the 
Lord Jehovah to be your God and eternal portion ; the 
Lord Jesus Christ to be your only Savior, and the Holy 
Ghost to be your Sanctifier and Comforter. You take God's 
Holy Word to be your rule of faith and practice, and you 
engage by the help of his grace to contorm to it in all your 
eonduet. You promise to maintain and constanflj attend 
all the institutions and ordinances of the gospel baptism 
and the Lord's supper, public worship and the stiict ob 
servance of God's holy Sabbath. 

You promise daily to maintain seciet prayei ta encoui 
ago family worship and the seasonable dedication of chiidien 
to God in baptism, and to instruct govern and lesttaiu 
from vicious* practices and company all who miy be under 
your care. You promise not to conform to llie w rid or 
indulge in vain conversation or amusemi.nt and t tallj to 
abstain from the use and traffic of ali intosicatinj, dunks as 
a beverage. You promise to promote the ediflcat on punfv 
and peace of the Church, to watch o\er its membeis in 
Christian meekness and brotherly lo\e and to submit to iti 
discipline until you are regularly dismi'ised thetefiom en 
deavoring in all things to walk worthy of the vocation 
wherewith you ai'e called. Relyin^ on dnme giace this 
you covenant with God and this chui h 

Ul'SPUh'JE OF IHE CHURCH 

We, thi.n the membeis of this chuiih, do coidially re- 
ceive you into oui communion and fellowship We wel- 
come you as members ot the body of Christ, and as fellow 
travellers to His rest We piomise by the grace of God 
to watch over you with meekness and love, and by council 
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aad prayer to Iielp you forward in tlie way to Heaven. 
And may we live togetlher as brethren, glorify Him on 
earth, and finally join the church triumphant in heaven, 
there to unite in the praises of G-od and the Lamb. Amen, 



POWERS AND HEIiATIONS OP THE 
COWVEMTIOWS. 

"The great principle involvecl in this arrangement is 
contained in the first article of the constitution, which is 
fimdamental and unaltei-able, as follows : 

Churches belonging to this Convention may adopt either 
the Presbyterian or the Congregational mode of government, 
and shall each be represented at the meetings of the Con- 
vention by one delegate. 

In the oi'ganization of a church, the form of government 
is decided by the vote of the majority of the members, and 
the church acts and is governed accordingly. The minority 
yield their preferences and coincide with the form of gov- 
ernment thus adopted. There is no amalgamation or mix- 
ture of the two modes of government in the same church. 
The difficulty of this complex aiTangement is wholly avoided, 
except perhaps in one or two instances. Each church is 
either Presbyterian oi Congregational, and transacts itu 
business according to the established rules and usages of 
other churches of the same oidei Presbyterians and Con- 
gregation alists agree to unite and ai,t in one body on these 
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principles, regarding tliemael¥es as brctliren of tliB same 
faith, and recognizing the right of tho majority to decide 
in mattei-s of this kiad." 



Relations of the Convention to Preabyterii? n 
Churches. 

"Tho Conveation sustains the same relation to Presbj- 
teriaa churches conaeeted with it as a Presbytery, and has 
the same jiirisdictioa over them. The church^, by their 
adoption of the Preshyterian mode of government, impli- 
edly agree to he governed by the principles and rules of 
Presbyterian bodies. They transact their business accord- 
mg to the Book of Ksciphne of the Presbyterian church 
of the United States, and have the right of appeal. The 
only modification is in regard to tte election of elders for 
a limited time, or for life, itfost of the cliurches elect for 
R limited period, generaUy for one, two or three years, and 
at the expiration of that time elect others or re-elect the 
same. This provision was made by the Presbytery of Wis- 
consin while under the coBstitution of the Presbyterian 
church in the United States, and was thence incorporated 
into the constitution of the Convention," 

Relations of the Convention to Congrega- 
tional Churches- 

-The Congregational churches in Wisconsin we purely 
Congregational, and retain all their rights and privileges as 
such. They do theii' business io a congregational way, and 
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the decision of the church is final. The Contention aUnds 
in the same relation to Congregational churches as an Asso- 
ciation, wiili lay delegation, or rather a consociation. It 
has, however, no jurisdiction over the churches, unless, hy 
the action of the church, appeals are allowed, or cases are 
referred to Convention for decision." 

" There is a provision in the Constitution which requires 
the records of the churches to be reviewed ; hut this 
rule does not give the Convention any control in a judicial 
sense. It is designed, so far as Congregational churches are 
ooncemed, to afford opportunity for advice and suggestion 
in regard to the manner of keeping records, and to enahle 
Convention to discover any essential disorders or depai'tnre 
from sound docbrine, in which case they have the right to 
withdraw fellowship ftom the church, and thus d 
oonueetiou." 



Relation of the Convention to Ministers. 

Uliniiters connectbd with the Convention's arc governed 
h^ ihe constitution oi lules of huainess aa far as they may 
sfecilj The con'tituticn however makps no provision for 
disciphne but purpo>«elj lea\ e'l it to iJie rule's and usages of 
the denominations concerned Hence in ca«e of the disci- 
pline of a minister, the Convention follows the rules and 
usa^e^ of the denomination which he piefeis The trial of 
a ( ongrearitional ministei is conductel as sucli trials are 
conducted in Congiegitional bodies m New England or 
elsewheie 

In case of aPiesh^terian minister the fual is conducted 
ar iidin^ to th" "Boik of D HPiplme in the ^-m e manner a!< 
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in a Presbytery. He lias, however, only one appeal, viz 
from the District OoiiTention to the General Coavcntion. 



Councils. 

" Congregational churches are at liberty to call councils, 
if they choose. Councils have been held, at various times, 
from an early period, and for all the purposes for which 
ooiincils are called, namely, the ordination, iastollation and 
dismission of ministers, and for organiaing churches ; and 
the Convention has given its sanction, by the admission of 
ministers so ordained and the churches so organized. Most 
business of this kind is, however, transacted by the Bistnct 
Conventions, as a matter of convenience, ajid is the prefer- 
ence of the churches." 

See His. of Chs. in Wis., p. 36. 

These powers and relations of the Conventions to each 
other, to the ministers and the churches, were elementary 
principles, adopted at the organization of the General Con- 
vention. 

Their practical working, the past twenty years, may be 
seen in the results. 

The past ten years have been years of denominational 
agitation throughout the land. Outside influences have 
not been wanting, to produce a rupture here, and a separa- 
tion. Ministers and churches composing this body have 
not been indifferent witnesses of these agitations, and their 
meetings have been open to the free discussion of questions 
of difference Meeting the two denominations. 

Every church and every man in this connection claims 
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aiid concedes t!ie i-iglit of deuominational preference, aud 
the time may eoiae when tlie example furnished hy others 
will he followed by ns. and "Ahraliam and Lot" go apart 
here as elsewhere. 

But experience thus far, and the elaims of the great 
interests of our common Christianity in this region, do not 
fiirnish consideration a in favor of separation, but of contin- 
tied co-operation. 



iloctrinal Vieivs, 

" The doctrinal views of the ministers and churches may he 
seen in their Confession of Faith. Measures were taken 
at an early period to provide a well expressed and sound 
Confession of Faith and Covenant. The one in use among 
us Wis prepared with great care by a committee, and after 
mature consideration was unanimously adopted by the Con- 
vention as an expression of their doctrinal sentiments, and 
recommended to be used by the ehurches. It is made the 
duty of the Conventions, by their constitution, when a min- 
ister proposes to unite with the body, to " satisfy themselves 
respecting his reli^ous sentiment and conduct." All who 
have been received into tie Convention have given their 
eordial assent to this Confession of Faith, and it is believed 
that they hold and preach those great doctrines of the Ec- 
formation which are held by the ecclesiastical bodies with 
which we ai'e in correspondence. 

" The ehurches are not required to adopt this Contession, 
inform, but they are required to give evidence that they 
receive the doctrines it oonteiins. If different arUoIes are 
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adopted, they are presented and examined wbeu application 
for admiaaion is made- 

T!iis Confession of Faith was printed at an early day, 
and has been re-pi'Iiited a few years since. It is extensiye- 
ly eii'oulated and adopted by most of the churches in. the 
State, thus producing a general unifonnity in this respect."

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Character of the Meetings of General Con- 
vention. 

Tlieso gevieral givtteringa of ministers, delegates, iind 
otliers wlio love the ways of Zion, have been deeply inter- 
esting aad profitable. 

A general rule o£ rotation among the District Conven- 
tions, has been observed in holding them, so far as waji 
practicable, so that a greater number might, in the course 
of years, have the benefit of them. 

This faet of rotation, as to the places of meeting, may 
account, in part at least, for the different number of mem- 
bers in attendance at different times. 

A leading object of the meetings being ecelesiastical in 
its character, more or less time baa necessarily been occu- 
pied with duties in that direction. 

Great prominence, however, lias been given to devotion- 
al exercises, and to the consideration of objects of benevo- 
lence and subjects of reform. The presence of Delegates 
from foreign bodies has added much to the interest of the 
meetings, and not unfrequently Lave missionaries from for- 
eign lands been present, and added greatly to the inspira- 
tion of the occasions. 

Great unanimity has usually characterized the doings 
of those meetings, and although the Conveation is com- 
posed of two denominations, as its name indicates, and 
for the past ten years those denominations over our land 
have been painfully agitated with questions of difference, 
those agitations have seldom affected our meetings. 

In the midst of commotion in the denominational elements 
around, it has been a cause for gladness in many hearts, 
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tliat we have teen enabled to f;o quietly on witli our wurk 
on the great and time honored principle of co-operation. 
To the working of this principle it is believed that this 
Convention, and the Churches in its connection, are largely 
indebted, under God, for the prosperity which has been 
and still is enjoyed. 



Action on Various Subjects by the G-eneral 
Conyentlon. 

The position and views of the Convention in regard to 
benevolent efforts, reforms, and other topics will be seen 
from the action of the body on these subjects from time to 
time. Numerous resolutions, in various forms, have been 
discussed and adopted, and generally with entire unanimity. 

Some of the resohitions iiaesed are given in full, others 
have been condensed, owing to their length and to the fre- 
quency of action on the same subject; al! are taken from 
the printed minutes, and where the precise form is not 
given, care has been taken to give the substance as full 
and definite as possible. 

Nearly the same order, aa to time, is obsei-ved in stating 
them here, as that in which they are found in the minutes. 



Action on the Resignation of Rev. Stephen 
Peet, as Stated Clerk in 1851. 

" itesoived, That we have heard, with feeling of much 
regret, of the painful and dangerous sickness with which it 
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has pleased Almighty God to afflict our beloved brother 
and fellow laborer, Eev. Stephen Peet. We would hereby 
express to him our sincere sympathy in the midst of hia 
sufferings, and our unfeigned satisfaotiou at the prospect of 
hia final recovery and restoration to usefulness. We would 
also extend to him, in this connection, our thanks for the 
fidelity with which he has served this Conventioa. for a 
number of years, as its stated clerk ; and also express our 
regret that it has appeared espedieat to him, at this time, 
to resign his office." 

Mr. Peet had been the stated clerk from the ovganizatioa 
of the Convention, in 1840. On his resignation, the Eev. 
Z. M. Humphrey was appointed sta,ted clerk. 



Plan for Church Erection Adopted in 1852, 
Page 6. 

The auniial meeting was held this year ;it llaeine— Rev. 
S. Peet moderator. 

The most important item of business was the erection of 
a Board of Trustees for the collection and management of a 
Church Erection Fund, upon the following plan, as reported 
by a committee ; 

1. There shall be appointed annually a Treasurer, a 
Corresponding Secretary and five Directors, who shall toge- 
ther constitute a Board of Trustees, who shall man^e all 
funds contributed for the aid of feeble churches belon^ng 
to this Convention, in the erection of Houses of Worship, 
a majority of this Board shall constitute a quorum. 

2. This Board sliall he guided in the diKtrihution of 
these funds by the conditions }ireseribed by the doaors, ao 
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far as coaditions stall be affixed to any donatioiifi ; and with 
respect to funds given nnconditionally, they shall act im- 
partially upon the basis of the Constitution of this Conven- 
tion. 

The officer appointed were, Rev. D. Clary, Correspond- 
ing Secretary; H. Hobart, Treasurer; Rev. A. L. 
Chapin, Rev. S. Poet, Rev. O, S. Powel, Rev. H. Footc, 
Directors. 



Relative to Absent Members of Churches, 
1853, Page 13. 

" Whei-eas, in numeroas instances, members of churches 
by i'emoval from oae plaoe to another without applying for 
letters of dismission, and also by neglecting to present such 
letters when received, to the churches whose oai-e they are 
recommended, are virtually withdrawn from all Christian 
fellowship, and lost to the church; it is «ai-iiestly urged 
upon Pastors and churches. — 

1st. To exercise a more vigilant care of their membora; 
to arrest declension as far as praoticable in its incipient 
stages, and where necessary, to apply prompt and efficient 
discipline. 

2d. To endeavor to impress members with a deeper 
sense of their obligation, in cases of removal, to transfer 
their church oonnectioDs as soon aa possible. 

3d. Whan letters are given, to ask an official notifica- 
tion of the reception of members, by the churches to which 
they are recommended, and not to consider any member as 
dismissed until such notification, 

4th. To use every means in their powor, to gain infor- 
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mation concerning memtters who have gone beyond their 
reach, or knowledge. 

5th. In case of absent members known to be living in 
violation of their covenant vows, to ask the assistance of 
churches in whose vicinity such members reside, to carry 
out discipline in an orderly way. 

6th. In case of persons known to be members of

At a meeting of the lay delegates of this Convention, 
called to consider the subject of ministerial support, the fol- 
lowing resolutions were unanimously adopted, via :

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a faithiul puisuit of the worL ot tlie mmiatry, a corresponding

"Eesolved, That ne invite the Convention now in se*) 
Biou to take such action on thia subject, as maj he piopei 
to bnng it to tlie notice of the Churches, and dho tn 
lequest the Ameiicaa Home Missionirj [Society, while the 
chuicLea may increase their subsciiptions for the support 
of their ministry, not to inthhold its liberal lod benevo

The Stookbrldge Indians. 

As a matter of history, it may be of interest to state that 
a church was organized by missionaries of the A. B. C. F. 
Missions in 1S18, among the Indians, of that tribe at Stook- 
bridge, Onondaga county, New York, who removed to 
Wisconsin in 1821, and in 1834, settled in Calumet county. 

When Wisconsin, as a field of missionary labor, passed 
from the Foreign to the Home Mission Society, that church 
came into our ecclesiastical and home missionary connec- 
tion. The tribe decreased in population, and the church 
became much embarrassed and perplexed with questions 
pettaining to Government and the title to their Sands. 

A delegate appeared before the Convention, and aft«r a 
full statement of their tri;ils and wants, the following action 

"Resolved, That the present condition of the Stock- 
bridge Indians who have a church connected with our Body, 
is such as to call forth our sympathy, and that we feel it 
incumbent upon ua to endeavor to procure for tliem thi: 
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stated ministrations of tte Gospel, and ttat, as far as we 
can, individually, we will lend our aid to procure the recog- 
nition of their just rights by the G-eneral Ckivernment." 

" Resolved, That a committee of five he appointed to 
memorialize the proper Department of the G-ovemment in 
our name, in behalf of the Stoekbridge tribe, setting forth 
their grievances and petitioning for the restoration to them 
of their lands." 

See Minutes of 1854, page i). 



The Congregational Board of Publication, 
1854, p. 9. 

" Kesolved, That the objects of the Congregational Board 
of Publication, viz ; "to procure and circulate such tracts and 
books as are adapted to explain, prove, vindicate, and illus- 
trate the peculiar and essential doctrines of the Gospel," 
"with their application to duty in all the various rela- 
tions of civil, social, and rehgious life," Slavery not excepted, 
and the circulation of Pastoral Libraries among the churches 
whose ministers are prohibited from purchasing books by 
their limited means, meet our cordial approbation, and that 
we recommend to our churches a hearty co-operation with 
the Society, not merely in the work of securing such libra- 
ries, but also by contributing to its funds. 



Christian Courtesy, '54 p. 9- 

" Resolved, That the principles of Christian courtesy 
forbid that eceleMiiistical bodies and churches in fraternal 
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correspondence should receive into their connection, 
oliui-ches, ministers or members, -without regular letters of 
dismission and recommendation. 



American Bible Society, '54, p- 12. 

" lieaolved, Tliat the Convention retains its strong cob- 
fidence Jn the American Bible Society, and rejoices in the 
evidence that it is constantly receiving marked tokens of 
the favor of the Lord; that we will cordially welcome its 
agent for this State to our churches, and aid him in secur- 
ing enlarged contributions to its treasury. 



Theological Seminary, '54, p. 11. 

" Whereas, The subject of establishing Theological Semi- 
naries in the North-West has for some time past been 
under consideration by individuals and ecclesiastical bodies ; 
and preliminary st«ps have been taken towards establishing 
two such institutions at Chicago ; and 

Whereas, Such movements are of great importance to 
the interest of religion among us. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Convention that 
immediate and eifioient measures should be taken to fur- 
nish in tho North- West, Theological instructions suited to 
the wauta of Christian young men desiring to enter the 
ministry. 
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Eesoh-ed, That ia view of the numbers and condition of 
Theological Institutions at the East, the churches at the 
West ^nnot at present reasonably depend on the munifi- 
cettce of their eastern brethren, but should rely mainly on 
their own resources for means to provide Theological in- 
struction for our young men. 

Resolved, That in the opinioa of this Convention, one 
Theological Institution is all that will be needed for many 
yeara t" come in the North-West, for Congregationdlists 
and N. S. Presbyterians, and that to undertake the estab- 
lishment of either a distinctive Congregational or Presby- 
t«rial Seminal? in the North-West, would be unwise and 
injurious to the best interests of Christ's Kingdom in this 
region. 

Resolved, That we hereby declare our sincere desire for 
union of the two denominations in providing Theological 
instruction, and that we are ready to pledge our hearty 
co-operation in such an enterprise." 



Revivals. 

■' Kesolved, That in view of the general dearth of revi- 
vals of religion, and the manifest desirableness of more 
laborers in many of our churches, this Convention recom- 
mend the obtaining, if possible, the occasional assistance of 
approved Evangaliats in such places as may desire them." 

" Resolved, That we recognize with gratitude and thanks- 
giving the manifestation of the power and grace of God, as 
seen in the late wonderful religious awakenings in Ireland,; 
and while *e pray that this work may go'dn, we 'draw from'it 
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ncouragunicnt to prosecute our work bi these IVesteru 
;gious with new zeal and hopefulness." 



Assessment for Contingent Expenses. 

Eesolved, 1. Each church couiiected with the Conven- 
tion shall be assessed a,t the rate of five cents per memher ; 
this money to he raiaed in such a manner as the church 
may elect. 

2, The money thus procured, shall be collected by the 
Treasurers of the District Conventions, and by them trans- 
mitted to the Treasurer of the General Convention. 

8. An Auditing Committee shall be appointed to audit 
the accounts of the Treasury. 

4. The printed minutes shall be distributed, in numbers 
proportionate to the sums eolteoted from tlie several 
churches. 

In accordance with article 2d of this scheme, Rev, J. J. 
Miter and Bro, W. J. WhaUng were appointed auditing 
committee. 



Placing a Monument at the Grave of Rev. 

Stephen Peet. 

Beloit, Oct,, 1855. 
Mr. I'eet came to Wisconsin in 1838. He labored in the 
churches at Green Bay and Milwaukee a few years, and 
then as Agent of the American Home Missionary Society 
seveu years. Afterwards lie was Agent of Beloit Col- 
lege, aai thea ragage4 in layiijg t}w fouiid^ious of tic 
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Ohlcago Theological Seminary. He died in March, 1855. 

Beloit had heen hia residence many years, and has been 
that of his family since hia death. His remains lie in its 
Cemetery. 

A suitable monument had been prepared, in procuring 
which, a great number of ministers and others in. Wiscon- 
sin, Illinois and Iowa, had Yoluntarily participated. 

The meeting of the General Convention at Beloit, in 
October following, was selected as a suitable time for plac- 
ing the monument at his grave. Accordingly, the Con- 
vention took a recess on Saturday afternoon, Oct. 6th, and 
united with the citizens of Beloit, the Faculty and members 
of the College, and others present, and proceeded to the 
grave yard, and eng^ed in services appropriate to the 
occasion. Addresses were delivered by Rev. J. Porter of 
Green Bay, now of Chicago, and President Chapin of the 
College. The exercises were impressive ; Ae monument 
was erected over his grave, and an appropriate record made 
in, the minutes of the Convention. See p. 7, 1855. 



Slavery. 

On the evil of American Slavery, the Convention has, 
during the last ten years, as heretofore, calmly yet candidly 
and steadily, by repeated action, borne its testimony, affirm- 
ing the essential antagonism of thjt institution to Christ's 
law of love, and the gnilt of those who participate in it, or 
defend it. The following summary presents the main 
points referred to in resolutions passed at different times, 
expressed for the most part in the words of the resolutions. 
The Convention lias said, '59, p 11 : 
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" 1st. Tiiiit WO regard the voluntary claim made by one 
human being on another as property, as itself sin and all 
the adjuncts of skveholding which involve that claim as also 
wnful and an abomination in the flight of God." And fur- 
ther, 1853, p. 15, "that the ministry and churches are 
bound to rebuke all sin, to labor earnestly for the removal 
of oppi-ession, and to withhold Christian fellowship from all 
those who persist in holding in slavery their fellow men." 

2d. It has expressed these oonvietions kindly and feith- 
folly tc the benevolent socielieB with which it co-operates, 
and other ecelesiastical bodies with which it holds corres- 
pondence. Thus it has declared the conviction, 1853, p. 6, 
that the American Tract Society and the American Sab- 
bath School Union, in their attempt to furnish a Christian 
Literature for the country, should, though their publica- 
tions, give at least die same prominence to the sin of 
oppression that they do to other open and flagi'ant sins. 

With expressions of abiding interest and attachment for 
the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, 
it has respectfully urged that body, 1858, p. 13, to with- 
draw its support from churches where slavery stdU contin- 
ues, and, 1854, p. 11, rejoiced in every step taken in that 
direction. 

Ifc has repeatedly instructed its delegates to the Presby- 
terian General Assembly and other bodies, lo assure those 
to whom they have been commissioned, 1656, p. 13, that 
we have neither fellowship nor sympathy with those min- 
isters and divines who hold slaves ''from principle and 
clioice," or who seek in the Bible, excuses and defences for 
the sin of American Slavery," 1864, p. 12, and to tender 
the ardent sympathies of the Convention to such as, standi 
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iii" in some ecclesiastical relation to slavery, have labored 
faitbFuUy to rid themselveg of the sin of slaveholdiug.

Ministerial Education. 

The Convention deeply impressed with the importance 
of some sjatematic action to encourage and sustain pious 
voung men in a courae of preparation for the Christian 
ministry, in the year 1853, organized a permanent com- 
mittee to attend to that intere,st on the following plan : 



The Board of Education of the Presbyterian 
and Congregational Convention of Wis- 
consin. 

■' Ist, Thia Committee shall he called the Board of 
Education of tlie Presbyterian and Oongregational Conven- 
tion of Wisconsin. 

2d. The Board shall he constituted by the election at 
the present meeting of two members from each District 
Convention, one of whom shall hold his office for one year 
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;md the other for two years. Hereafter the Conreatioii 
shall annually elect one from each District Convention, who 
shall remain in office for two years. 

3d. The Board shall organize itself immediately after 
its election and hereafter shall meet at least once a year, at 
or near t.he time of the annual meeting of the General Con- 
vention. It may also meet at any time hy adjournment, or 
by special call of the Chairman, or of any three members 
agreeing thereto. Five members shall constitute a quorum 
for business. 

4th. The offieei-s of the Board shall be a Chairman, 
Secretary and Treasurer, to be elected by the Board from 
its own number. The Board shall also appoint an Execu- 
tive Committee of not less than three or more than seven, 
located near together. The Treasurer shall be ex-officio a 
member of the Kxeoutive Committee, and those members 
of the Committee who are not members of the Board, shall 
be entitled to sit in deliberation with the Board, but not to 
vote. 

5th. The Executive Committee shall be entrusted with 
the cave and disbursement of funds contributed to the Trea- 
sury of the Board. They shall annually present to the 
Board a report of their proceedings, which shall be sub- 
mitted to the General Convention. 

6th. The Board shall adopt uniform rules for the aceep- 
tauce and assistance of benefleiaries, subject always to review 
and modification by the Convention, 

7th. The members of the Board from each Convention 
shall be a Committee charged with the responsibility of 
looking after this interest within the bounds of their own 
Convention. It shall bo their special effort to call forth 
from all the churches regular coutributjons, to be taken, as 
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far as practicable, on the Sabbath before the kst Thursday 
m February, and to seek out among the churches worthy 
young men who may be perauaded to prepare themselves 
for the sacred office. Tbey shall also be authorized to ex- 
amine and recommend young men for the patronage of the 

8th, The Board shall also appoint in connection with 
those institutions in which beneiiciaries may be pursuing 
their studies, local Committees who shall esaniine and 
recommend candidates and receive from such as are accept- 
ed their stated reports according to the uniform rules of the 
Board." 

The Board, as now established, has its centre at Beloit, 
where most of the students receiving aid are in a coui-se of 
study, and President Chapin is its Chairman. The follow- 
ing regulations have been adopted by the Board respecting 
Beneficiaries : 



Rules for Acoeptance and Aid of Beneficia- 
ries. 

•• I Each applicant for aid must present to a Committee 
of the Board testimonials from three or more serious and 
I'espectable persons, best acquainted with him and his oir- 
cumstanccs, stating his age, place of residence, indigence, 
and moral and religious character, including his church con- 
nectiott, talents, previous education and serious desire to 
devote his life to the Christian ministry. These testimo- 
nials should be sealed papers. It shall also be the duty of 
the Committees of the Board t.o satisfy themselves by per- 
sonal conference of the propriety of extending aid in each 
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priations as ferat t ea or as loans giv ng notes in the 
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priation, shall ob! ^ate themselves to ei n 1 what they shall 
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Board. It shah 1 owe er he u the rower of the Board, at 
tieir discret on to cancel or def r nj note or obligation, 
when Prov de t ai c o ui t c hall appear to render 
such com c 1 up 



Tract Operations. 

Deeply impressed with the importance of furnishing the 
people with a sound Christian literature, the Convention 
' has always seconded the operations of the Tract Societies 
on this field, and urged upon the churches the adoption of 
systematic tract distributien. The American Tract Society 
whose center of pperations is in the city of New York, had 
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the entire ooBfldeuce of the churches until within a few 
years. But its recent course with respect to pubhshing on 
the subject of slavery has so far shakea tliat confidence aa 
to call for a specific resolution of the Oonvention, recom- 
mendiag its churches to withhold contributions from the 
Society at New York, and contribute to the original Ameri- 
can Tract Society, Boston, or to the American Kefonn Book 
and Tract Society at Cincinnati. The Convention is now 
in hearty sympathy and co-operation with the Western 
Tract Agency located at Chicago, which anites the intereBt 
and labors of the Boston and Cincinnati Societies. 



Educational Institutions. 

In the rising lastitutions for Chiistiaa education in this 
state and legion, the Convention has always taken a lively 
interest Aa it was fuOy represented m the counsels which 
ougmated Beloit College and Roikfoid Temale Seminaiy, 
so has It a^'am and a^ain, by formal resolutions expietsed 
its interest confidence and co-opeiation m the wjrk of 
building up those institutions foi the thorough Christian 
education of our jonth Mo.e re pntly BiocLway College 
in the Noithein pirt of the btate, has also enhsted its in- 
teiest and support 

With lespect to theolognal education, the Convention, 
in ISoi, expressed an opinion in fa\ or of the establishment 
of one institution foi the North West on a broad, liberal 
basis which should receive its endowment from the region 
and enhbt the united efforts of Congiegationalists and New, 
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Scliool PresbyteriaJis. Tlio course of oYents since that 
time has rendered such a joint enterprise impraeticable, 
and the OonyentioE has therefore come in heartily to the 
recommendation and support of the Chicago Theological 
Seminary, now opened and in suooeasful operation. 

The Convention has also urged 'upon its churches the 
importance of fostering academies and preparatory scKools 
and interesting themselves in the common schools of the 



Temperance, 

Upon the subject of Temperance, the Convention haa 
held an undivided sentiment, and given, from year to year, 
an undivided testimony. The different stages of the reform 
have been.Buece^ively and freely discussed and acted upon 
by the Convention, with a degree of unanimity that has 
evidenced the oneness of desire oa the part of all the 
churches for the suppression of intemperance, and the 
entire removal of the evil. The Convention has given its 
decided approbation of the principles of the so called 
" MMue Law," (1853, page 11,) 1854, page 9. 

For the securing of the same result, the Convention cor- 
dially welcomed the " Temperance League," and recom- 
mended to the ministers and churches ite adoption as an 
efficient helper in the great and good work, (1854, p. 9.) 
and although the end is not yet, there has been no dispo- 
sition to yield to discouragements or to ialter in the cause. 
As proof of this, we have the following upon record, (1860, 
p. 15.) 
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"Resolved, Ttat this Convention regards, with deep 
and unabated interest, the cause of temperance ; that the 
organization of the Wis. State League and Bands of Hope, 
meets with our warm approhafcion, and that we recommend 
to our churches and ministers to co-operate with these 
organizations. Also, that we view with alarm the manuiao- 
ture of domestic wines in our State, and their introduction 
into the domestic circle," 



Home Missions. 

The Convention churches have ever heen cordial in their 
sympathy with, and support of the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society. A summary of the action of Convention 
may he thus indicated : — 

1. By an acknowledgement of a debt of gratitude to the 
Society to be paid by increased liberality in contributions 
to ita funds. Min. '56, p. 12, '59, p. 13. 

2. By an endeavor to bring forward and qualify young 
men to preach the G-ospel under its patronage. 

3. By a hearty approval of the action of the Society 
in reference to churches having elavo-holding members, as 
also of the principle adopted hy the esecutive committee 
as the basis of their action in disbursing its funds, 1857, p. 
7; 1859, p. 13. 

4. By an espreasion of unabated confidence in the fidel- 
ity and impartiality of the agents of the Society employed 
within our bounds, 1859, p. 53- 

5. By the following unanimous expression of sentiment ; 
" Eesolved, That the work of Home Mission is eminently 
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the great and appropriato work of tho Christian church for 
the west, and that a largo extension of this work is of the 
first importance to the interest of religion and the ^lalvation 
of men, 1859, p. 8. 

Also, of the Ameucan Mi&aunarj As'-oiiitioo, "eo M n 
utea of 1860, p. 10. 



Doctrinal Integrity. 

The question haying heen raised at the meeting of the 
G-eneral Convention in 1857, in regai'd to certain action hy 
one of the District Conventions, as appeared by their records 
in the admission of churches in whose articles of Faitli 
some dootnnes as maintained bj the Convention were 
omitted the following ms given as ^n espiessKn of the 
views of the Convention on the subject 

Resolved That while we respect the teelmgs which 
have prompted the protest of Eev Wm F Clarke nt, 
reply that the essential preservation uf £ur creed js neces 
saiy to oui perpetuation and puiitj , and that while we 
do not intend to impose upon the oh iiches conneotina; 
them=ehes with us the language of our Conteasicn ot 
Faith we do exj eot the Di-^trict Ijonventions to require of 
thurches appliing for admission to pieserve the integritj 
of our system f lictrme Minutes 18->7 p 1 



Statistical Year. 

Resolved, Oct., 1857, That all the District Conventions 
be requested to prepare their annual statiatica] reports from 
^Ugipt Ist, to iugWBt Ist, 
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Resolution against Tobacco. 

" Whereas, The use of tobacco in its various forms is 
injurious to the body, the mind and the moral sense, catl- 
ing a waste of means which men, as stewards of God, are 
hound to use for good and not for evil, and tending to other 
evil habits. Therefore, 

Keaolved, That we deem the habit an immorality, and 
as such it should be ranked with other vices, to be avoided 
and opposed in all suitable ways,"' 1857, p. 17. 



Monthly Concert- 

" Resolved, That we earnestly reoommeud to every pas- 
tor, stated supply and church in our connection to observe 
the monthly concert of prayer for the Foreign Missions, to 
take up a collection at each concert, and also annual collec- 
tion for this object after a faithful presentation of its 
claims." 



I That the practice of social dancing is incon- 
sistent with Christian character, injurious to purity, destruc- 
tive to all earnest piety, at enmity with revivals of religion. 
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ad in. all cases at variance with the Pauline Rule, to 
avoid the very appearance of evil/ and not to ' cause a 
rother to stunihle or offend,' and that we view with sor- 
3w and corcern the fact that many professing Christians 
1 our country encourage and indulge in it."

The Relation of Ministers to the Ecclesias- 
tical Bodies within whose Bounds they 
Iiabor. 

" E«aolved, That the Convention respectfully urges upon 
those memhers of the several District Conventions who are 
not residing within the bounds of their Conventions, the 
propriety of transferring their connection to that Conven- 
tion in whose bounds they are laboring and residing." 



New Plan of Church Erection. 

The Board of church erection which was constituted in 
1852, by reason of removak and other causes, reported at 
the meeting of Convention in 1858, recommending a change. 
The subject was under consideration in 1859, and the fol- 
lowing plan was adopted. See minutes, p. 13. 

" 1. Resolved, That a committee be appointed, denom- 
inated 'The Central Committee of Church Erection,' 
whose duty it shall be to receive fuads contributed by our 
churches for church erection, and forward such part of 
them to the Treasurer of the Congregational Union as shall 
not otherwise be disbursed foT church erection pupposea } 
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also, to endorse and recommend ap})lieations to the Trustees 
of tte Congregational Union from churches needing aid to 
build houses of worship, and to take the general oversight 
of tie business of church erection for this Convention. 

2. That all churches in our Convention he requested to 
take up contributions, during one of the months assigned 
to the S. S. cause in our 'plan for collections,' to aid fee- 
ble churches to erect houses of worship, and the amount 
collected go into the fund of the Congregational Union, for 
that purpose, eicept such sums as shall be deemed neces- 
sary to aid such churches in our connection as do not come 
within the rules of the Union, in consideration of the action 
of said Union, appropriating^ from its funds according to 
their ability to aid such churches in Convention, as make 
application through the Committee and with their approval. 

3. That a committee of one minister in each District 
Convention be appointed, whose duty it shall be to endea- 
vor to secure collections from all the churches, for the pur- 
pose of church erection, and forward the amount to the 
Central Gommitt«e. 

4. That all |"ehurches needing aid to build houses of 
worship, be requested to seek it through the Central Com- 
mittee, instead of going to the churches at the East to 
obtain it. 

5. That the Central Committee report to this Conven- 
tion, at'the nest meeting' a full statement of their doings. 



Relative to the Death of Ministers. 

" Resolved, That it be made the duty of the stated clerk 
to report, hereafter, at each regular^ meeting of this Coa- 
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vention, a list of the names of members who have died 
during the year preceediag, with a brief biographical notice 
of each one. for insertion in the minutes." 



Lay Iiabor. 

This subject has been under consideration both by the 
Convention and the churches, and much interest has been 
manifested in the developement of talent and influence 
among Jay men as auxiliary to the ministry. In 1860 the 
following resolutions were adopted. See minutes, p. 13. 

" Wtereas, It appears from statements made to this Con- 
vention, that there are many destitute settlementa and 
neighborhoods within our bounds, and in the vicinity of 
churches occupied by our Ministers, where Christian influ- 
ence is much needed, and might be exerted with hope of 
success, and which it is impracticable at present to supply 
with ministers. 

Resolved, That the ministers of this Convention be 
I to acquaint themselves, as far aa po^ible, with 
: and wants around them, and to seek out 
such laymen as themselves and their respective churches 
may deem of suitable qualifications, and encourage them to 
go into those destitutions to hold meetings for religious pur- 
poses ; in other words, to engage in lay-preaching, under 
the general supei-vision of their brethren, and with their 
co-operation, and report the results of these labors from 
time to time, to their respective Conventions. 
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Corresponding Bodies. 



Tho spirit of utiun lul ci iperation wliich led tlie min- 
isten an 1 churchea to unite at the beginning in tlie Oon- 
ventioE'il arrangement has £^own With their growth, and 
has dLTcloped itself in seeking and readily accepting pro- 
posals fur fi-ateinal eonefcpondence with othei eyangehoal 
denominations. Accordingly the Convention has appointed 
delegates, frem year to year, to other hodies, and gladly 
welcomed delegates from them whenever they have visited 
us.

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REASONS AND EXPLANATIONS. 

1. This plan is the result of considerable conanltation 
and labor, with aid from the experience of churches at the 
East. 

2. It will tend to aecare annual contributions from all 
the churches to all these objects of benevolence. 

3. It will make the calls on the churches regular, and 
at proper intervals. 

4. It will promote systematic, efficient and harmonious 
action among Agents. 

5. It will wd ministers in their efforts to promote 
benevolence among their people, diminish the necessity for 
Agents in that work, and advance the cause in general. 

6. This plan leaves the churctes to choose their own 
channels for their contributions, and at liberty ta contri- 
bute to other objects whose claims may be presented, »t 
least occasionally, to their consideration.

HISTORY OF MINISTERS. 



Explanation' 

The following tabular form of the history of ministers, is 
of one more extended, as in the former 



history, for the following reasuns ; 
. 1st. The number of Ministers is now so great that it 
would make this book quite too large and expensive if even 
a brief sketch of the history of each were given. 

2d. Wisconsin, as a field of miniaterial and home mis- 
sionary labor, is better known than when the fonuer histo- 
ry was written, and the leading facts here given are deemed 
sufacient to answer the design of this work, and to give 
the necessary information on this point. 

The names of ministers who were in Wisconsin in 1850, 
and are still here, are placed by themselves, and first in 
order, and then follow the names of those who have come 
to the State since 1850, and are still here. This arrange- . 
ment gives at one view, the names of all who are now m 
Wkconsin, and their present fields of labor, &c. 

This, however, does not include those who, ia 1850, 
wove mcmhers of the Convention, and have connected 
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ttemselves with the Synod, nor those Welch ministers who 
belong to Convention. Both will he found in their con- 



A like arrangement will be scon in the tahlo of tho namoa 
of those ministers who have left the State, and those who 
have died. A few names are included in these tables of 
those who are not in fact members of the Convention, but 
whc«o labors are in its churches, or whose sympathies and 
purposes are understood to be in that direction, with per- 
haps one or two exceptions. 

The work of Home Missions in Wisconsin being a pro- 
minent object of this history, less care has been taken to be 
exact in giving a statement of ecclesiastical relations, yet, 
about the same measure of accuracy ia this respect, obtains 
in this, as in the former histoiy. 

If omissions and inaoouraeies of dates, names, &c., are 
detected, those concerned may he assured that they are not 
the result of a want of much labor and care. 

To put together so many and such vai'ied statistics as are 
contained in these tables is much labor, certainly enough to 
satisfy one man that a like experiment in book malting 
would not be repeat«cl without some misgivings. 

In giving dates, the year only is stated, and not the day 
or the month. In this way there is greater uniformity, — 
for the month aad the day, in many cases, could not be 
ascertained, and the year only is deemed sufficient. 

During an unavoidable delay in getting this work ready 
for the Press, several ministers have come to the State, and 
commenced labor in the churches. Their names are inclu- 
ded in this table of ministers, so that it extends somewhat 
into the yeai 1861. The same extension will be found 
in the btafi'jtic^ of cbutches apd liouses of worship. 
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Sliowing the Ministers wlio are now in Wisconsin, their 
native State, where educated, wlien ordained, wliea tliej 
came, and their present fields of lahor.

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HISTORY OF CHURCHES. 



Explanation. 

Tlie plan adopted in gmng a Hstory of tlie cliuTclies is 
similar to that in the history of ministers. 

This part of the work in hand may appear to some io he 
unnecessary after having the main facts given so fully and 
so recently in the published minutes of the General Con- 
vention. In reply to such a suggestion, if made, it may be 
proper to state, 

1st. That the minutes are hut yearly histories. This is 
a summary for tTxe past ten years. 

2d. The minutes of the Convention have been puhlLshed 
hut eight years since 1850, and the statistics of many of the 
churches are frequently wanting lE the minutes when pub- 
lished. 

8d, There are several churches whose date of organiza^ 
tion IS moie oi le'ss reient, and which sympathize and co- 
operate with the \jiu,ucan Home MiSMonary Society, and 
yet are not ^t present connected with the Convention ; 
theref le the minutes contain no reports from thera, aud 
they should he included in thii history 

The name of those chunhes which have united with 
preshytenes ^ince the former histjiy was published are 
omitt«.d here, alio the names f Welch churches, con- 
nectel with the Convention Both will be found in their 
resjettive t,onuections 
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oa HISTORY ©F THE OOHTBKTIOH, 

A full history of the clmrches miglit requiie that the 
names of all their ministers since 1850 should he gnen, 
with the length of time which each one has labored with 
them. But to do this is not praetjoable, without materially 
changing the form of this work; therefore are given the 
names onlj of the ministers who are now supplying them 

In some cases churches have become estinot, and after 
a few years, organizations have been eifected at oi upii the 
same places, and under the same name, form of s^ovcinment, 
and in the same eoolcsiastical connection. 

Such eases remain without any notice of this fetture in 
their history. The charch is deemed essentially the same

by the last repoits wtra over 50 and that l ^ht tf tlicm 
had houses uf worship 

By comparing the number of extinct churches with the 
whole number organized, it will be seen that the proportion 
has greatly diminished the past ten years. 

In a very few instances, where churches of two or more 
denominations had existed, and become nearly or quite ex- 
tinct, the few remaining members have united in one or- 
ganization, and, by way of accommodation, have taken the 
name of Union Congregational Church. But in no case, 
so far as is known, has this union included any except such 
as are recognized aa orthodox in sentiment, and such aa 
we were accustomed to fellowship as Christians.

These Welch churches and miuist^rs a 
ia sentiment, differing in nothing essential from Ameri- 
can Gongrcgationalists. The most of them heloag to the 
Convention. Nine of the fourteen minister, and twelve of 
the twenty churches are in this connection. They also ho- 
long to au association of their own. This privilege is es- 
tended to them for their henefit. They are hecoming 
Americanized very fast, and at no distant day they will 
probably discontinue their separate organization. 
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They are in full sympathy with the American Home 
Missionary Society, and all these churches are or have been 
aided by the Society in tlie support of their ministers. The 
total number of members in tbese twenty churches is nine 
hundred and twenty. 

Most of tbe ministers received their education in Wales, 
and have come to this country within a few years past. 

All these churches have houses of worship. In building 
them they have beeu veiy economical Six ot them aie 
built of logs, costing from eighty to one hundied dolhis 
each. The other fourteen have cost on an aierago about 
four hundred dollars. The most expensive one is it Mi! 
waukee, and cost less thaa fourteen bundled dolldis 

A few of the churches were aided m building these 
houses from the Congregational Building Tund 
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PART III. 



HOME MISSIONS. 



The autlior of tlie fonuer history of cliurches iu Wia- 
eonain, near the close of the book, page 189, gives a hrief 
statement of what had been accompliahed in the State up 
to that time, 1350, and of the influence of Home Missions 
iii securing those results. He saya : 

" The history of the rise and progresa of rehgious insti- 
tutiona in this Stato is without a parallel iu respect to their 
early establishment and their rapid advancement. 

" Fifteen years ago this oouatiy was occupied by the 
wild red man aud the wild prey which he followed in the 
chase. 

" In 1836, one minister entered thia field and commenced 
his hibors, and one church was organized during that year. 

" In 1839, when tlie writer passed overthe Ten-itory and 
explored its situations and wants, he found three miniaters 
and five or six churches. From that time there has been a 
constant aeeeaaion of ministei-s and a rapid iaci-ease of 
churches, from year to year. There are now on this ground 
one hundred ministers and one hundred and twenty-five 
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churclies. An ecclesiastical organization hits been estab- 
lished, consisting of a G-cneral Convention and four District 
Conventiona, which happily unite these ehurelies and min- 
isters in one body ; and over forty houses of public worship 
have been erected. 

" But these statistics and general statements by no means 
show what has been accomplished. An amount of moral 
influence has been exerted by these ministers and churches 
on the forming charaeter of this young and growing State, 
which no ai-ithmetic can compuie and no mere figures can 
express. The Gospel has been preached, not only to con- 
gregations connected with these churches, but to multitudes 
in other places, and in the scattered setUementa of the 
country. Sabbath schools have been extensively estab- 
lished, and multitudes of children and youth have tln:is 
been bronght under rehgious instruction. The temperance 
cause has been aided and borne forward in its achievements. 
The Bible has been widely circulated. Tracts and rehgioua 
books have been scattered over the state. The observance 
of the Sabbath has been promoted ; the cause of education 
has been advanced ; common schools have been encourr^ed, 
select schools and academies have been established and sus- 
tained, and a college has been founded and put in success- 
ful operation that is adequate to the wants of the country in 
this respect; and, what is more than all, revivals of religion 
have been enjoyed among the churches, from year to year^ 
which have resulted in the hopeful conversion of nearly 
three thousand souls. 

" These happy results are to be traced in a great measure 
to the influence and efforts of the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society. 
"The early oocupanoy of the field by that society, itseffi- 
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cieat aid acd continued fostering care have placed the cause 
of rehgion m its present advantageous position in the State. 

" Nearly all the churches in the State were either organ- 
ised by the laissionaries of that society, or have been aided 
in the support of its ministers by its funds. 

" Most of the ministers who have labored ia this field 
have received their support, in part, from this source. The 
whole number who have been aided by this society from the 
beginning is one hundred and twenty, of whom thirty have 
removed to fields of labor out of the State, eight have ceased 
to receive aid, and five have gone to their reward on high. 

" Ten churches once aided by this society now support 
their own miuisters. 

" Those ministers who are now sustained by their own 
people are occupying ground prepared to their hands by the 
A. H. M. Society, and building on foundations kid by them. 

"The whole amount of funds which this society has ex- 
pended in Wisconsin is about sixty-five thousand dollars. 
The whole number of ministers aided is one hundred and 
twenty. The years of labor performed are four hundred 
and twenty." 



Growth of the Field. 

The successor of Kev. Mr. Peet in tlie Agency of Home 
Missions entered upon his labors the 1st of August, 1850. 
At that time there were very few settlers north of Fox 
river, and north and west of Wisconsin river. The Indians' 
title to the land was but recently extinguished. The In- 
dians themselves still occupied large portions of it. But 
little of it was in market. 
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The only chnrolies organized beyond Fos river were Os"h- 
'kosh and Neenali. Norlli and west of Wisconsin nver were 
tlie churclies of Baraboo, Prairie du Sac, Buena "Vista and 
Eickmond. The village of La Crosse wa5 not commenced. 

The popalation in Wiseottsio in 1850 was three hnadred 
and five thousand five hundred and sixty-sis. The number 
of orgaTiized counties was twenty-nine. 

The tide of immigration, which had been cheeked for a 
time, greatly increased. New settlements were rapidly 
made. Material for new organizations accumulated. In- 
ternal improvements were commenced in the older settle- 
ments, and gi'eater faoilities were being furnished for reach- 
ing the newer parts of the State. As a cousecinence, new 
demands were created for Home Missionary labor. 

More than two years had passed since Mr. Peet closed his 
labors as Ageat of Home Missions, and during that time 
there was no assent in the State. 



Labor of Agents. 

Mr. Peet had been accustomed to give a lai-ge share of 
his labors to the organization of churclies. But there wore 
peculiar circiimstances growing out of denominational rela- 
tions, which made it expedient that, for the present, the 
responsibility of organizing churches should rest mainly on 
neighboring ministers and missionaries. 

Those who have been accustomed to regard the work of 
agents at the Bast as consisting mainly in soliciting contri- 
butions, and at the West that of organising churches and 
preaching to those that are destitute of ministers, Lave often 
inquired what constitutes the necessity of employing an 
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agent where bo littJe can be expected from tie chareliea in 
the form of eontributiona, and where it is deemed expedi- 
ent that he leave to others the main work of organizing 
ohurehes. It may not be out of plaee, therefore, to give 
here a brief reply to such an inquiry. The following have 
been the principal features of the work in Wisconsin the 
past ten years, viz : 

To explore the field, and learn its condition and wants ; 

To prepare the way for, and, when necessary, to assist In 
the organization of churches ; or, if the way was found 
prepared, and the case seemed to require it, to organize 
churches himself; 

To advise with and assist missionaries who were just en- 
tering new fields, ia arranging their lahoi-s ; 

To visit destitute churches, preach to them and obtain 
supplies for them ; 

To act ou application from churches for aid in support of 
their ministers ; in doing which, it is expected that he will 
give the society what information he can relative to the 
need of aid, the amount that it would be wife to appropri- 
ate, and the general aspects of the field where funds are to 
be expended , 

To visit mis'-iom.iies, for the purpose of encouraging and 
assisting them m then labors and difficulties; 

To render service, when desired, to ministers who wish 
to change their fields of labor, and to churches who wish to 
obtain minister ; 

To present the claims of Home Missions to the churches, 
and to aid and encourage them in the development of their 



To correspond with the society relative to all that pertains 
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to tliG work and the interests of Home MIssioua on the 
£eld; 

To receive and distribute reports, books, tracts, boxes of 
clothing, &c., that are sent him ; besides doing an indefinite 
amount of miscellaneous work. 

The different 1 nds of o k devolving on an agent vary 
in their proport ons w th the v ying state of things in his 
field of labor. For example there is now much less to be 
done in the waj nf expl i n^ new regions and effecting new 
organizations; a 1 ii o e n tl it of developing the resources 



One agent occupied the whole state from 1850 to 1857, 
when the field benama so wide and the work so great that 
the Stflte was divided, and another agent was appointed for 
that portion of it wiich lies north and west of Wisconsin 
river. 

The present extent of the whole field, compared with 
what it was in 1853, may be understood by the fact that 
there are now fifty-six organized counties, instead of twenty- 
nine, and a population of seven hundred and seventy-five 
thousand and six hundred, in place of three hundred and 
five thousand, an increase in ten years of full one hundred 
per cent., and tlie work of agents, though varying in ita 
proportions, has increased accordiii'-dy. 



Missionaries. 

The work of supplying the State with missionaries, which 
was so early commenced and so successfully prosecuted 
from the beginning until 1850, as already quoted from the 
former history, has been continued to the present time. 
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New fields opeu have teeu occupied. New wauts have 
been met. The missionaries have had ample scope for their 
euer^ie« ami zeal in J great encouragements in then labors

These statistics are taieii from the annual reports of the 
Society, the report of each year being icgardnd as covering 
the preceding year which close.? on the 1st of March, 
previoT-is to the date of the report. 

To give a statement of the results of the labors of these 
missionaries the past ten years, would only be to repeat 
what is stated in Uie former history, adding the increased 
proportions according as the number of missiouaries has 
.increased. 
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The season of great financial depression whicli Las been 
espevienced over all the land, and especially in the States 



of the North-West, has borne hard upon the n 
Bv reason of it many have learned, if they had not before, 
" how to be abased." But they have been content to share 
with the churches and with the community in general, the 
inoonyeniences and privations produced by it, and to labor 
on in the confident txpcetation that God will provide. 



Missionary Churches. 

In the former bistory it is stated tbat of the one hundred 
and twenty-six churches in the State in 1850, only ten 
supported their ministers without aid. 

Since then the number of churches organized is one hun- 
dred and forty-one. Of these, one hundred and twelve will 
be found in the list of ehurches connected with the Con- 
vention including Welch churches, and twenty-nine in the 
list of churches connected with the Synod of Wisconsin. 
The present number of self-supporting churches is forty. 
iThe others are dependent on Home Missionary aid. Of 
these, a few have received aid from the American Mission- 
ary Association, and three or four, so far as is known, from 
the Home Missionary Committee of the General Assembly. 
Several German and Norwegian churches have been 
organized and aided in the eourso of the ten years, but at 
present none of them, except two Norwegian, are receiving 
aid. One church of Hollanders will be found connected 
with the Convention, and one with the Synod, that receive 
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Appropriations and ContriTautions-

Society and commenced with 1850, has been brought dows 
to March, the close of the last Home Missionary year, mak- 
ing in all eleven years. The churches being then arranged 
according to their local and special relations, they are 
placed in the same order here.

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CHURCH ERECTION. 

The usefdne33 of missionaries, and the prosperity of the 
ohuTchcs, depend so much on their accommodations for 
J meetings, that the erection of houses of worship 
s to he intimately connected with the history of Home 



Previous to 1857, the numher of churoh edifices erected 
by the churches embraced in that history, was forty-five, 
maay of them were small and cost but Uttle, being design- 
ed for use only a fow years, uatil larger and better ones 
could bo built. 

In building those houses but little aid was received from 
abroad, no arrangements having been made to meet that 
department of wanta. 

The origin of the whole church erection movement which 
has produced large results the past ten years, it is believed, 
may be found in the liberality of a benevolent gentleman 
residing in New Haven, Ct. By him the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars was placed in the hands of the agent of Home 
Missions in Wisconain, to be donated in sums of fifty or 
one hundred dollars to churches to aid tliem in building 
houses of worship. 

The results of thit inve^'tment were so '^ratifying to tho

priate Funds. Soon after that the Fifty Thousand Dollars 
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Fund was raised by Congregationalista at the East, eight thou- 
sand dollars of which were given to chui-ches in this State. 
Since then other sums have been raised at the East and 
among ourselves. 

Presbyterian churches at the East soon engaged in the 
same benevolent work, and have aided churches in Wiscon- 
sin connected with the General Assembly. 

The whole number of meeting houses built in the State 
since 1850, by churches of the denominations that have 
co-operated in the work of Home Missions here is one hun- 
dred and thirty-two. For a more specific statement, see 
the summary at the close of the following table.

Neiw School Presbyterian Synod of Wis- 
consin. 

The following statements and statistics relative to this 
Synod are given mainly hecause of their relation to the 
work of Home Missions the past ten years in the State. 

They are placed in an appendix for reasons assigned ia 
the preface. 

They are given chiefly on the authority of brethren, who 
have kindly responded to circulars that were sent to them; 
some were taken trom the nimutei of the General Assem- 
hly, and bome from documents of the Home Missionary 
Society 

They do not include churches oi ministers located in the 
legion ot Lake Supeiioi, but some other churchea aie 
included, fhous^h not connected with this Synod, and foi 
the same leasons thj,t some chuiches are included m the 
statistics of the Convention, though not in fait connected 
with it 

The entile histoiy of this Synoii and of the Prcsbjte 
lies of which it IS couhtituted, i" included m the tea je<ira 
ovei' which this work extends. 

When the former history of churches in Wisconsin was 
pnblished, there was no other organization than the Pres- 
byterian and Congregational Convention, which sustdued 
a relation to the A. H. M. Society. 

Early in 1851, the question of a separate organiisation 
was agitated, ekiefly by brethren whg had but recently

come to the State. Some who were connected with the 
Contention, and some who were already here but had formed 
no connection, united with them. Some of the ehurolies 
belonging to the Convention went with their ministers ; 
* other churches have sine* been organized, and other minis- 
ters have come in and united. 

Organization of Pres'byteries. 

The Presbytery of Milwaukee wa3 organized early in 
1851, and composed of Eov. Wm. H. Spencer, Rev. EH 8.

The churches thna organized were most of them small 
and feehle. They have been aided, with few exceptions, 
in the support of ministers by the American Home Mis- 
sionary Society. 

For the most part the churches and ministers ot the 
Synod have co-operated with the Society, in good faith, as 
it is believed, to the present time, and a disposition has 
been evinced on the part of the Society to aid and foster 
them, the same as those of the Convention.
